The roads affected are the Fort Wayne, the 
Pennsylvania, the South Chicago and South- 
ern, the Lake Shore, the Western Indiana, 
the Rock Island, and the Chicago and East- 
ern. The cost of the work is estimated at 
$4,000,000. | 

The elevation contemplated is of the Lake 
Shore and Pennsylvania, beginning at Stony 
Island avenue and continuing five miles to 
the Indiana state line, In South Chicago 
these roads are intersected by the others 
mentioned and they also are elevated to 
make a complete system. Altogether; there 
are thirty-three subways provided for in the 
ordinance, more than there are streets now 
opened which are crossed, and the ordinance’ 
if accepted by the roads practically will 
eliminate grade crossings from South Chi- 
cago. 

Will Test Right to Car Tracks. 

At the request of the corporation counsel he 
was authorized to bring suit to test the rela- 
tive rights of the city, the Western Indiana 
railway company, and the old Chicago Gen- 
eral Street Car company in Custom House

Block Aiand. ‘April 6.—[Special.}—In a 
dense fog that covered the sea and land the 
coal barge Texas and the tug Covington 
grounded at the south side of the island this 
morning. Two men perished and fifteen 
were brought ashore by means of a human 
life Une. Risking; their own lives, four 
members of the crew of the Southeast light 
station, holding to each other by their hands 
and feet, swung themselves over the cliff 
‘and dragged the imperiled men one by one 
from the breakers, 

It was a thrilling rescue, but in spite of 
the heroi¢ efforts of the four rescuers one 
of the boat's anew died after being hauled 
out of the storm lashed surf and sid wi 
was carried out to sea. 

The Texas was ground to pieces in an 
hour, but the tug swung away from the shoal 
and limped into New London with its fires 
awash and in langer of sinking at any mo- 
ment. 

Tug on Rocks. 

The crews of the vessels did not know 
where they were until They heard the * 
ing of the surf. It was too late then to 
escape. The barge struck and dragged the 
tug on the shoal before the tow lines could 
be ‘cut. Crashing and grinding on the rocks, 
the barge soon’ began to leak. The hatches 
were forced up by the inrush of the sea, an 
Capt. Olsen and his men erowded aft to the 
house, where they put on life preservers, It 
Was a jump for life, with the chances of get- 
ting through the surf alive against them. 

By that time the tug had cut loose to save 
itself and was blowing its distress whistles. 
The appeal for help was heard by themen 
in the lighthouse. Four of them hurried to 
the edge ot the cliff, 

One man let another down, a third took hold 
of the legs off the second, the fourth ‘held 
the third. In that way the chain formed ot 
Ae savers called the men nattling. with the 
surf to work toward them 


Hauled Up One by One. | 
One by one the men neared the shore and 
were hauled up, In half an hour fifteen were 
out of danger, but two more were in the surf. 
They had lost their senses from their ex- 
hausting struggles for life, and floated about 
as if they were dead. t last, after many 
efforts, one was reached\and hauled up the 
cliff. He was Joseph Berne, a deck Hand. 
and he died in a few minutes. The body of 
John L. Toole, the cook, was caught in the 

undertow and carried out to sea.

The Hatten bill, following the suggestion 
made by Gov.

It also authorizes the commission 
to set aside any rates that it considers un- 
fair upon its own motion. 

These two points of difference will be the 
chief bone of contention in the fight between 
La Follette and the stalwart forces when the 
subject of the railroad commission finally 
comes up in the senate. 

Meanwhile the senate committee on rail- 
roads is vainly struggling to reach an agree- 
ment between the halfbreeds and the stal- 
wart members so it may report the bill unani- 
mously. The committee is composed of nine 
members, five being stanch friends of the 
governor.

Senator Barney A. Eaton of Milwaukee 
who last week was tried on bribery charges 

d acquitted, returned to Madison and took 
his seat in the senate today. Two other m- 
dictments for the’ same offense hang over the 
senator’s head. It is alleged and admitted 
by Eaton that he took money from a barber 
‘In the Plankinton hotel in Milwaukee to 
spend in the legislature in order to defeat 
a certain bill which the barbers of the 
state were opposing’in the session of 1901. 

The senator has exercised his legislative 
immunity in order to postpone the trial of 
two cases until the senate adjourns. Some 
of the members of the senate do not like the 
spectacle of a man under indictment for a 
eriminal offense sitting in the halls of the 
legislature. Today Senator Frear introduced 
a resolution to the effect that unless Haton 
takes voluntary leave of absence until tried 
on these charges he will be investigated by 
the senate. The resolution was laid over 
until next Tuesday.

“ LANGBARROW. HALL,” by Theodora 
Wilson Wilson, is apparently the first book 
of its author. Like the good English woman 
that she is, she has settled down to her task 
with composure, and striving neither to be 
clever nor unusual, but merely to write out 
at length a story both quaint and natural, 
has told of the vicissitudes of the de Renegil 
family. Nothing much happens, except such 
things as really happen in life—the com- 
plaisant, underhanded villainy, disguised as 
self-interest, of one brother; the weak yield- 
ing to fate of the more talented and finer 
fibered brother, and the consequences which 
work themselves out upon their children, 

The heroine and hero are the children, 
respectively, of these brothers, and they are 
lovers as well as cousths. Their natures are 
frank, gay, independent, and truth loving, 
and they fight their way into higher altitudes 


and convention that surround them. The 
reader suffers a pang when disaster over- 
takes the young hero, but ig consoled easily 
because of the philosophy with which the 
other characters are endowed, permittin 
them to take what one would suppose to 
the crowning sorrow of their lives, with 
ready credence and many consolatory 
phrases. The truth is, the author has failed 
to meet her tragic moment, and has not con- 
veyed adequately the idea of the blotting out 
of a young and lovely life. 

The book has been built around a character 
of quite a. different sort, it is eviderit—that 
of an elderly, devout, dissenting preacher, 
whose words breathe the Christian spirit 
and whose life influénces all or almost all of 
the others. That Mrs, Wilson found, in 
actual life, her prototype for this character, 
she freely confesses, and dedicates her novel 
“To the memory of H. G., adding this com- 
ment: “In gratitude for thoughts scattered 
through these pages I dare to dedicate this 
novel, well knewing that had I done so during

| be forty-seven miles long and will take up 
this difference. We do not place locks at 
Sahay Hook to contro! the tide in the Hudson, 
and that river is alwaye navigable. So will 
the canal be navigable at all times, i goim- 
mediately to Washington.“
